W ashington, Feb. 17.—Tho intense 
excitement at the navy department aud 
eisewuere growing oat of the destruc­ 
tion of the battleship Maine in Huvaua 
harbor, the situation after tho exchange 
of a number of cablegrams between 
Washington and Havana eau be summed 
up In the words of Secretary Long, who 
when asked whether ho had reason to 
suspect that the disaster was the work 
of an enemy, replied: 
“I do not. In 
that I ain influenced by the fact that 
Captain Sigsbee has not yet reported to 
the navy department on the the cause, I 
“ I should think from the indications, j 
however, that there was an accident — 
that the rn tsarina exploded. 
How that 
came about I do not know. For tho 
present at least no other warship will 
be sent to H avana”

and the gravity of the situation that 
would arise should investigation give a 
basis for the undercurrent of Kuspickm 
of treachery and foal play that ra n 1 
through al] minds, has had a s bering' 
effect cm public meu of all shades of 1 
political opinion.

Havana, Fob. 17.—The Maine, at tho 
time of tho explosion, was at anchor 
about 600 yards from the arsenal and 
some So* yards from the floating doric. 
The first explosion is said to liavo 
been caused by ever BOO pounds of gun 
cotton, aud the subsequent explosion is 
alleged to hare been caused by shells 
and cartridges. 
lieutenant Commander Wainwright, 
of the Maine, was half undressed aud 
was smoking in hi* cabin, next to that 
of Captain gigsbee, it is said, when the 
expulsion occurred and put out (he elec­ 
tric lights. 
Wainwright then lit a 
match and wont to Captain Sigsbee’# 
cabin. 
The captain, it appears, had 
been thrown from his bed, but was un­ 
injured. 
They both went on deck and gave or­ 
ders to flood 2,600 pounds of guncotton 
which was on board. The order was 
carried oat, but the men who fulfilled 
it never returned. 
Havana, however, 
was saved from a still more terrible ex­ 
plosion. 
Captain Sigsbee. in an interview with 
reference to the cause of the explosion. 
said: **I cannot determine the canso, 
but competent investigators will divide 
whether the explosion was produced 
from an interior or exterior cause.

Chicago, Feb. 17.—"Joseph Leiter has 
securely cornered the May wheat mar­ 
ket,” says a Chicago paper, and ’ plays 
fart and loose with the fears of a tre­ 
mendous short interest and is showing 
himself to be by all odds the most re­ 
markable factor ever encountered in 
the local market. 
Once more the bat­ 
tle between Armour and Leiter is being 
witnessed. 
"Vague rumors from the northwest, 
showing that some big force- were at 
work there, revealed themselves yester­ 
day in the shape of facts. 
Armour sent 
hts brokers to the northwest section 
some days ago to buy all the cash wheat 
rn sight. 
It is held Armour wants to 
returu an equivalent for tho Wheat 
which, despite his denials, it is asserted 
he l»orrowod from Peavy to deliver to 
Ladler on December contract*. 
“No sooner did Leiter bt ar of this flank 
movement than he betrail to plan a coop. 
Yesterday instructions were forwarded 
to aft of Leiter’s brokers in the north­ 
west to follow up Armour’s agents and 
bid 2, 8 aud 4 cents higher tnau Armour 
on all wheat offered to the latter. 
“Although Armour denies the report of 
borrowing from Peavy, a leading broker
